DX News and Notes for August, 


| am writing this month’s column a bit early as we 
will not have internet service again for at least two 
or three days. Keeping up with things via email and 
an occasional look at the internet has been quite a 
problem. It will be good to get back home and to 
normal everyday activities. As | write this we are 
sitting in Watson Lake, YT, Canada as we have 
now turned the RV for home and are working our 
way slowly in that direction. It is nearly 10:30 PM 
here and the sun is still high in the northwestern 
sky. The days are finally getting shorter, sunset will 
be sometime around midnight. Sunrise will be 
around 4AM. 

This month’s news on the DX front includes the 
following on-going or planned operations: 


9J — ZAMBIA, JF10OKX, is active as 9J2KK from 


Lusaka through September 30. Activity is on 80 
through 6 meters with emphasis on PSK31, RTTY, 
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WSJT and SSTV with some SSB and CW thrown 
in. QSL to JKiNSR. 


ISO - SARDINIA, I2MOV, is active as ISO/IZMOV 
through the end of September. Activity will be 
exclusively CW on 40, 30, 20, 17, 15, 12, 10 and 6 
meters. QSL via his home call sign, by the Bureau 
or direct. 


J2 - DJIBOUTI, F5IRO, will be active for the 
coming two years as J28RO. Activity will be mostly 
limited to his Fridays and Saturdays. Operation will 
be CW, SSB and digital modes. Look around 
1200-1300 UTC and QSL to F8DFP via bureau or 
direct. 


SU - EGYPT. SU/HA3JB will be active between 
September and November 2010. Activity is 
planned for CW, RTTY, PSK31 and maybe SSB. 
QSL via his home callsign direct only with SAE. 


S7 - SEYCHELLES. S79DB will be on the air 
between August 3-14th. Activity will be sporatic as 
this will be a vacation visit. Look on 40-10 meters, 
CW, SSB, RTTY and PSK. QSL via his home 
callsign EA4DB. 


XU - CAMBODIA. ON4JW, is active as XU7AJW 
from Sihanouk Ville until August 14th. Bands/ 
modes detail was not given in advance but look on 
80 and 20 meters SSB. QSL via his manager 
ON7PP. 


PJ7 — Sint Maartin. If you have not already heard, 
there will be a change in administrative status for 
this island now paired with Saba and St. Eustasius 
Islands. As a result, Sint Maartin will very likely 
become a new entity as did St. Bartholomey a 
couple of years ago. The magic date is 10 Oct 
2010 and there is a team of operators planning to 
be there for the celebration. Operation will be 24/7 
for 10 days with plans for 4 stations on the air for 
the entire period 10 day operation. W8GEX and 
K9CT are the team leaders and W3HNK will handle 
QSL duties. 

OJO - MARKET REEF. Members of the 
Scandinavian Amateur Radio Teleprinter Group 
(SARTG) will activate the special callsign 
OJOSARTG during the SARTG WW-RTTY Contest 
(August 21-22nd) as a Multi-Single entry. Look for 
activity the day before and after the contest on CW, 
SSB and RTTY with operators signing OJO/ 
homecall. QSL OJOSARTG via SM7BHM, direct or 
by the Bureau. 
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9X - RWANDA. DL2RUM, will be in Kigali for 
business and he hopes to receive his license on 
Wednesday, July 21st. Tom's callsign will be 
9XOTL. This is not a dedicated DXpedition, so 
activity will be limited to his spare time. He will be 
there until the end August or the beginning of 
September. Look for him on 80-6 meters using 
CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL via DL2RUM. 


In stead of writing a note about DX this month | 
would like to deviate a bit and write a few words 
about our attempt to again operate Field Day 2010 
from the Yukon Territory. We had tried this last year 
but on that trip north we made no real attempt to 
bring a decent antenna or make plans to be ata 
good location for the event. Things just kind of 
happened. In 2009 we ended up in a narrow 
mountain valley campground near Teslin, YT 
without any tall trees to hang antennas from. As a 
result we used a ground mounted vertical and a 
Hustler mobile antenna mounted on the back of the 
RV. Operating was a real challenge as it was 
extremely hard to make other stations hear us 
using the FT100D at 100 watts. 


This year we brought along a 80-10M G5SRV and a 
40M dipole as well as a wrist rocket and plenty of 
ropes to make it possible to hang them as high as 
the trees would allow where ever we were. As 
Field Day approached we found ourselves near 
Whitehorse, YT and decided to try a camp ground 
in a park near there at Takhini Hot Springs. Nice 
high mountain top location. We spoke to the 
campground managers the Friday before FD and 
got clearance to use several of the many trees 
scattered around the grounds to support antennas. 
The only restriction was that our activities could not 
affect other campers there. 


So back we went early Saturday morning and it 
took a couple of hours to get everything set up and 
the antennas up. Many of the pine trees around 
the selected site were well over 70 feet so height 
was not a problem. Once the event started it 
became evident other issues were going to keep 
this from being an easy task. As with last year, the 
problem was making our station heard. Those 
stations we did work were mainly in the 
northwestern US; W6, W7 and WO’s with a few VE6 
and VE7’s thrown in. 


The 40 20 and 15 Meter bands were open but the 
physical separation of our location from the rest of

the US really seemed to be the issue. We could 
hear many stations from around the US but could 
not overcome the signals from other stations who 
would also be calling. Overcoming that separation 
in a contest where everyone else operated from 
within an area with a radius smaller than the 
distance from our location to the center of activity 
was the problem. Frustrating to say the least. 
Many times we were able to finally work a station 
after calling several times but only if no other 
station was calling. We were always the weak 
signal. Even QRP stations covered our signal. 


We still had fun but in the end the results were not 
much different from 2009 despite the better location 
and better antennas. Now | know why over the 
years it has been rare to hear stations from the 
NWT section or from AK in the usual crowded 
bands on Field Day. It may not be so much the 
rare location as much as the effects of operating 
from that distant location. 


Next month I'll return to DX issues and notes with a 
topic related to DX. See you then. Remember, 
work ‘em first, worry later. Thanks for information in 
this article go to the ARRL DX Bulletin and the OP 
DX Bulletin.
